Applicant hereby petitions for the above-identified patent application to 
be accorded special status pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.102. 

REASON FOR REQUEST/STATEMENT OF THE FACTS 

The invention of this patent application is related to the treatment of 
cancer. Under 37 C.F.R: §1.102 and according to MPEP §708.02(X), the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office views the importance of patent applications 
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relating to treatment of cancer as justification for advancement out of turn for 
examination. This application was filed on November 12, 2003, has yet to be 
examined, and is related to the treatment of cancer. 

Specifically, the invention relates to methods of fabricating 
brachytherapy implant seeds, to methods of fabricating brachytherapy implant 
seed cores, and to brachytherapy implant seeds independent of method of 
fabrication.

In brachythereapy, substances in the form of seeds, needles, wires 
or catheters are implanted permanently or temporarily directly into/near a 
cancerous tumor or other mass for destruction of such tumor or mass. 
Acpordingly, since this application relates to and claims brachytherapy 
implant seeds, methods of fabricating such seeds and components of such 
seeds, advancement out of turn for examination is warranted.
